JAPANESE WILL NOT
RENEWW 0LD TREATS

Will Itesist It if Coolies Are to
De Kept Out of This
Country,

PROGRESSIVES WIN ; POINT

Party  Strongly Opposed ILEx-
clusion, and Torced Others
Into Line.

WABHINGTON, July Ta—-"l'hrLL the
Japancso government wlll not coneent
to the renewal of the presont troaty
with the Unitad Btates If this govern-
mont reaerves the right to Insert o
clauso In the compact exciuding Jap-
anese: coolle labor from continental
United Htates is Indleated by eomi-
officinl advices purporting to glve the
views of Forelgn Minister, Iayvashi,
whlehl were recelved here tofday hy
Ototalte Yomaoke, personnl representa-
tlve of Count Okumu, leader of tho
Progreaslve party,

Mr. Yomaoka, who visited the United
Htalea In April ond perfected an aol-
Hanees with ‘Japanese of the Paecific
conat for the  purpose of bringing
about the overthrow of the Balonjli
Minlgtry, and the annulment of tho ox-
cluglon ‘elavsa in the immigration LI,
is authority for the statement that
Forelgn Minister Hayashl has recelv-
e¢d from Secretary of Stite ool a pro-
liminary ' “note!” pegarding the new
trenty which the two governments pro-
poss to substitute for the conventlon
whilch expores July 17, 1011,

The draft of the new treaty sub-
mitted by Becretary Root, according to
the communicatlon from Mr, Yama-
oka, called for the renewal of article
2, clause 4, of the presegt treaty, which
glves to ench nation the righy'to regu-
late Immigration.  With' reference to
the “‘*note” esubmitted by Secratary
Root, Mr. Yamanka says that Fareign
Minister Hayashl has Jssued an offi-
clal confidential memorandum outlin-
Ing the Japanese government's attl-
tudo on the question of the limitation

a8 follows:
Altitude of Joapnnese,

“First. That the government of the
Unlted Btlates has submitted a pro-
posal for the enactment of a treaty
which provides for the limitation of
immligration. The government of Japan
has rejected the  propoeal, and will
not in the futuro entertain any such
proposition. +

“Becond, That In the new treaty,
which is to be operative from tha forty-
fourth year of Meiji (1011), the gov-
ernment of Japan will insist on strik-
ing. out the artiels 2, clause 4 (de-
fining the .power reserved by the con-
tracting parties to enact laws with re-
gard to police and immigration regu-
latlons), 2

“For that purposa the government of
Japan ghall take a4 tmora vigorous at-
titude, .. : t

"Although the negotlations for that
end -are not yet developed, we firmly
belleve that the government of the
United Etates will fight with deter-
mination to preserve the clause.

*Third. That the government of Ja-
pan contemplates eending representa-
tlves to the United States to Investi-
gate conditiond c¢a the Pacific coast
and to determine If the Japaneso resl-
dents are diseriminated ngairst.”

Mr, TYamaoka, it is sald, has sent
coplea’ of Foreign Minlater Hayashi's
confidentin]l memorandum to the Japa-
nesa  Bocleties - of San Franclsco and
Seattle and to correspondents of Japa-
nese newspapers in this country. Dr.
Masujl Myakawa, the Japaness lawyer,
admitted that he had seen a copy of
the communication, which iz belng dis-
Aributed by ¥amaoka and characterized
the attitude of Forelgn Ministar Haya-
shl 'ag n concessinn to the progrossives,
who have strongly opposed the clause
In'the Immigration bill egriuding coolie
lahor from this country.

WASHINGTON, July. T.—Lleutenant-
Colonel  Charles G, Ayres, who s
charged with ceriticlaing tho Hecrelary
of War In connectlon with Mrs, Ayros
belng . requested  to leave the West
I'oint ressrvation hecause of o coniro-
voray growling out ol tha actlon nf of-
fleers of the milltary acidemy direct-
ing the cadets to tako thelr conts from
voung women to whom they lind bean
loaned during a dance, will inall prob-
abllity  be erdered ‘before o retiring
hoard,

It has been dlscovered by the ofM-
elals of the War Department that'n
medleal board In the Phillpplnes, which
examined Ayres, found thut he |4 suf-
foring from Inslpid paranoin,  This ro-
port Is now in the flles of the depart-
ment. He was promoted from the
grade of captain to leutenant-colonel
after this report wos made and before
the report reached Washington.

The brother ofMcers of Ayres at Camp
Wallace in the Phlllppines belleved,
becansa of the nctlons of Ayres that
hie health was not good, and as a re-
sult of an examination by o modieal
hoard it was found Ayres was suffer-
ing with insipld paranola. He repeat-
edly had:trouble weth his hrother ofli-
cery, and hils.unpopularity in the army
was intensified vy 'the narrest of a
number of the ofeere of his regiment.

Some of the charges made by Ayrea
were [gnored by Genaral Jeston, the
commanding officer of the department
in which Ayres was slationed. Ayres
will have full opportunily io make a
defense befars the rotiring board,
